John Kennedy, having appren­ 


ticed on such m inor problem peo­ 


ple a.s K hrushchev 
and ('astro, 


has now handed him self a m ajor

LONiiSHOREM EN’S an­ 
swer is now history. But thc P res­ 
ident, as has been 
revealed by 
this column, decided to m ake one 
last personal effort. On the m orn­ 
ing of Dee. 23 he telephoned Glea- 
•son. The Longshorem en’s leader 
said the strike had to roll. 


It was just about then that sug­ 
gestions were m ade to a sulfurous 
sounding President that he inter­ 
vene in the grim news .strike. The 
deuce w.th that, he said in effect. 
He was just not going to be re- 
jecli'd twice Not in one weeekcnd, 
anyway. 
But if the jiier w orkers had not 
rejected 
him,

strike. 


He still is determ ined to deal 
directly. Most of his dealing will

JOHN KENNEDY was angered 
when he heard of the meeting. It

The two men .see each other fre­ 
quently now. Thus, when Mr. Ken­ 
nedy had to meet head on the 
problem of the $.500 million dead­ 
locked Longshoremen stoppage, he 
called M eany in at 10 a m. on F ri­ 
day. Jan. 
11. There was some 
plain speaking on both sides. It 
ranged from talk of an angry Uon­ 
gress possibly passing tough laws 
to curb lalxir to a discussion of 
free unions m Latin .America 
M eany 
did not and eould not 
pledge the President the end of 
the strike. No one outside of the 
Internationa! Longshorem en’s .As­ 
sociation could. 


WHAT IS not generally under­ 
stood IS that the national ,\FL- 
UlO head(iuarlers does no! have 
any real industrial power. It is a 
union of unions, a coalition of lab 
leaders. 
They are the powers in e a c h 
crisis And it is becom ing unfash­ 
ionable m some of their circles to 
.settle a strike without first getting 
the 
Jiersonal 
attention 
and 
in­ 
tervention of Secretary of I.ahor 
Willard Wirtz — and then 
t h e 
President himself. 
Without such persona! atlentnin, 
som e of the lalior men feel de- 
elasstKl

How are the people to know the 
extent of the deficit if such a 
gro.ss error as was m ade in Ja n ­ 
uary a year ago doesn’t get cor­ 
rected for many m onths there­ 
after? 
It so happens that econom ists 
were quite sure early in 19 62 that 
the President’s prediction about 
fiscal year 19 63 wa.s wrong, but 
not until after the congressional 
elections in November were the 
official figures revising the Janu ­ 
ary estim ate given out. 


THE EXCUSE for the delay 
was that Congress wa.s still in ses- 
.sion and might change the appro­ 
priations. There was no reason 
why the government couldn't have 
issued revisexl figures as early 
as August 
19 62, when it could 
have conceded the possibility of a 
slight increase in the deficit. The 
tx'ojile at least would have been 
told that the $.500 - million .sur­ 
plus was a myth. 
Persons who have followed bud­ 
get figures for years now say 
that the I’resident's estim ate of 
a deficit 
of around 
$12 billion 
for the fiscal year ahead is loo 
rosy a prtHliction. They think the 
deficit will go much higher. 
It is alw ays difficult, of course, 
to 
estim ate 
tax 
receipts. 
Un­ 
der the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion and its predeeesors, the fi­ 
nal 
figure.s 
often 
varied 
from 
those fori'easl, but the jiercentage 
of overestim ate has seldom been 
as big :is the one Mr 
Kennedy 
made in his State of the Union 
m essage in January 19 62. 
Plainly, 
the 
new 
device 
of 
spreading thc tax cuts over three 
V 'ars will not tend to clarify the 
jm ture. Individuals will not know 
when or whether they will get the 
jiromiscxi tax cuts. 
Congress has a way of chang­ 
ing its mind from sessum to ses­ 
sion 
about legislation projected 


for the future. Thus, for nine 
straight years Congress has de­ 
clined to perm it certain taxes to 
expire at the tim e set under the 
laws previously written. Instead, 
these taxes have been regularly 
retained. 


MANY 
MEMBERS 
of 
Con- 
gress are by no m eans convinced 
that the President’s new form ula 
will even be applied as he out­ 
lines it. If economic conditions 
get worse instead of better, there 
m ay have to be changes in the 
form ula. 


Also, if business does boom and 
big deficits still continue, the de­ 
m and will be for a cut in the defi­ 
cits by postponing som e of the 
tax cuts. 


The whole picture is, of course, 
politifal. The adm inistration ap­ 
parently feels that, by prom ising 
cuts in three separate years, the 
voter will look forw ard to them 
and will rew ard the D em ocrats 
in the 19 64 election. 


There also is the possibility that 
the tax cuts will not spur the 
economy Ijecause of the presence 
of other factors, such as the in­ 
sistence of labor-union leaders on 
higher wage rates as their share 
of the savings from a lowering 
of corporate taxes. 
N aturally, the em ployers will 
then want to increase prices. If 
the increased wage costs cannot 
lie offset 'by higher prices, more 
“ profit squeezes” will develop and 
the T rt'asury will get less tax 
receipts than it has anticipated. 
Altogether, America is in for a 
period 
of 
economic 
confusion 
and an era of uncertainty that is 
not conducive to the developm ent 
of the confidence so essential to 
business planning. 
Juggling budget figures for po­ 
litical purposes may win the 19 64 
election, 
but 
the State 
of 
the 
Union m essages in 19 65, 19 67 and 
19 68 will have to acknowledge the 
futility of relying on 
tax cuts 
alone to stim ulate sound busines.s 
growth. 
It IS already conceded liy high 
officials that the budget will not 
h e balanced until 19 67.

This prospect will bear consideration right 
now. with President de Gaulle sounding as 
if he wanted to secede from the European 
Economic Market. Chancellor Adenauer pre­ 
paring to tell De Gaulle the score on the 
issue of independent French nuclear power, 
Britain floundering in 
indecision 
between 
the Commonwealth and the Common M ar­ 
ket, Belgium grousing about the Congo—and 
East G erm an Communists stealing the head­ 
lines 
from everybody else with 
Premier 
Khrushchev's latest 
spatter 
of 
proposals 
about handling Berlin, the United States and 
other hot spots on his wall m ap of m ajor 
concerns. 


IT WIEL BEAR consideration because re­ 
current reports of friction in Europe will 
have to be evaluated someday the 
same 
way Americans evaluate reports about their 
own federation of states. 
It is taken for granted here that even the 
most extreme dissent from Mississippi does 
not indicate unusual stress in the United 
States. Disagreement is normal. 
No one expects the schism that divides 
the North and South to tx* healed. It is not 


a signal to heard canned goods if two fac­ 
tions of regional politicians yell at each 
other, or try to slash each other’s throats. 
Every four years, we explain to our Euro­ 
pean friends that our national campaigns 
are not a form of modified warfare; that 
the belligerents will not come close to killing 
each 
other 
despite 
an 
appearance 
of 
savagery. 


IN THE SAME 
spirit, 
our 
European 
friends try to tell us from time to time that 
they too go through the motions of Kilkenny- 
catting each other into oblivion when their 
politicians bargain for position. 
President de Gaulle, Prime Minister M ac­ 
millan. Premier Fanfani and a dozen other 
politicians whose statements 
make 
news 
are playing the same game that 50 gover­ 
nors. IOO senators and more than 400 rep­ 
resentatives. plus thousands of spear b ear­ 
ers and bush-beaters. play in the 
United 
States. They aren ’t mad at one another. 
They're only trying to outmaneuver one 
another. 
The time is dead ahead when Americans 
will have to lx'at in mind that Europeans 
also are jockeying for position and have no 
more intention of shedding blood than the 
delegates to our political convention when 
they emit w ar whoops and threaten to drink 
one another’s blood. It’s all part of the 
game. 


There Will Be No Switchover 


lf we could believe in world calender re­ 
form we could believe the United States 
might adopt the metric system, as proposed 
bv one of the new bills introduced in the 
U S 
House of Representatives. 
But being unable to believe in calendar 
reform, we cannot believe this country will 
ever decide to make the switchover to a 
logical system of weights and measures. 
The British are studying the possibility 
of doing this and it might appear that if a 
country with an illogical currency and a 
weights and measures system quainter than 
our own can think of conversion it is not un­ 
thinkable here But there is a special motive 
for British interest in conversion.

officially indicated now for that 
sam e year is a deficit of $8 8 
billion. This is a mistake of $9.3 
billion. 
What assurance does the coun­ 
try have that 
another 
mistake 
isn’t in the offing? The President 
in his State of the Union m es­ 
sage earlier this 
week 
frankly 
predicted in general terms that 
there would Ive a deficit for the 
two fiscal years 1963 and 1964 
How are the people to know- the 
extent of the deficit if such a 
gross error as was made in J a n ­ 
uary a year ago doesn t get cor­ 
rected for many months there­ 
after? 
It so happens that economists 
were quite sure early in 1962 that 
Hie President’s prediction about 
fiscal year 1963 was wrong, but 
not until after the congressional 
elections in November were the 
official figures revising the Janu­ 
ary estimate given out 


THE 
EXCUSE for the delay 
was that Congress was still in ses­ 
sion and might change the appro­ 
priations. There was no reason 
why the government couldn't have 
issued revised figures as early 
as August 
1962. 
when 
it could 
have conceded the possibility of a 
slight increase in the deficit. The 
people at least would have been 
told that the $50(1 - million sur­ 
plus was a myth. 
Persons who have followed bud­ 
get figures for years now say 
that the President's estimate of 
a deficit of around $12 
billion 
for the fiscal year ahead is too 
rosy a prediction. They think the 
deficit will go much higher. 
It is always difficult, of course. 
to 
estimate 
tax 
receipts. 
Un­ 
der the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion and its predecessors, the fi­ 
nal 
figures 
often 
varied 
from 
those forecast, but the percentage 
of overestimate has seldom been 
as big as the one Mr. Kennedy 
made in his State of the Union 
m essage in January 1962. 
Plainly, 
the 
new 
device 
of 
spreading tho tax cuts over three 
years will not tend to clarify the 
picture Individuals will not know 
when or whether they will get the 
promised tax cuts. 
Congress has a way of chang­ 
ing its mind from session to ses­

alxtut 
legislation projected 


for the future. 
Thus, for nine 
straight years Congress has de­ 
clined to permit certain taxes to 
expire at the time set under the 
laws previously written. Instead, 
these taxes have been regularly 
retained. 


MANY 
MEMBERS 
of 
Con­ 
gress are by no means convinced 
that the President’s new formula 
will even be applied as he out­ 
lines it. 
If economic conditions 
get worse instead of better, there 
m ay have to be changes in the 
formula. 


Also, if business does boom and 
big deficits still continue, file de­ 
mand will be for a cut in the defi­ 
cits by postponing some of the 
tax cuts. 


The whole picture is, of course, 
political. The administration ap­ 
parently feels that, by promising 
cuts in three separate years, the 
voter will look forward to them 
and will reward the Democrats 
in the 1964 election. 


There also is the possibility that 
the tax cuts will not spur the 
economy because of the presence 
<if other factors, such as the in­ 
sistence of labor-union leaders on 
higher wage rates as their share 
of tin' savings from a lowering 
of corporate taxes. 
Naturally, the employers will 
then want to increase prices, lf 
the increased wage costs cannot 
In* offset bv higher prices, more 
"profit squeezes’’ will develop and 
the Treasury will get less tax 
receipts than it has anticipated. 
Altogether, America is in for a 
period 
of 
economic 
confusion 
and an era of uncertainty that is 
not conducive to the development 
of the confidence so essential to 
business planning. 
Juggling budget figures for po­ 
litical purposes may win the 1964 
election, 
but

Should the Kennedy adm inistra­ 
tion do so, it will deserve credit 
for its courage, for labor now 
has its peak strength in Congress 
and its power at the voting Ixxith 
has long been established.

organized labor can bring to bear 
on any issue. 
It's highly unlikely that the ad 
m inistration will favor the Repub­ 
lican-prepared M artin bill, but it 
has in mind, apparently, s 0 rn e 
sim ilar kind of legislation, if the 
reports and norm al “ leaks" are 
accurate.

Q. How can 1 renew some droop­ 
ing and bent-over candles? 
A. Place them in a flat-bottom­ 
ed pan filled with water at about 
80 degrees Fahrenheit. Add small 
amounts of hotter water until the 
candles can be straightened eas­ 
ily. Once they have been reshap­ 
ed, drop the caralles into a con­ 
tainer of cold water, so they will 
reharden. 


Q. How can I break a coconut 
easily? 


A. First drain out the mi l k 
through the eyes, then place the 
coconut in a hot oven (350 de­ 
grees) for about 20 minutes, after 
which remove the coconut and al­ 
low to cool before breaking it. 


Q. How can I give my cat a 
dry bath? 


A. By rubbing some commeal 
into kitty’s fur, and then brush­ 
ing or combing the coat. 


Q. How can I use cocoa as a 
substitute if recipes call for choc­ 
olate? 
A. It is well to remember that 
three tablespoons of cocoa equal 
one square of chocolate. Add more 
butter as cocoa is not so rich as 
chocolate. 


Q. How can I easily sew ma­ 
terial that must be held tightly? 
A. Cover a brick with a thick 
padding, and use this to pin the 
goods that must be held tightly 
while the work is in progress. 


Q. How can 1 renovate the white 
tape on my Venetian bl i nds , 
which has become soiled and 
dingy looking? 
A. You can improve its appear­ 
ance immensely by applying some 
white shoe poli.sh to the tape. An 
old toothbrush makes a fine ap­ 
plicator.
